Lillian  Friedman  is  the  daughter  of  Isidor  and  Helene 
Bach  (  Gundelflnger).  She  was  born  in  Munich,  Bavaria, 
and  lived  there  until  her  marriage.  Her  mother  died 
when  she  was  only  a  year  old.   She  and  her  older  sister, 
Fanny  (b.  1904),  were  brought  up  by  their  father  and 
stepmother,  Regina  (Ltíiwenstein) . 

She  married  Georg  Friedman  July  3,  1930.  They  lived  in 
Schwandorf,  Bavaria,  until  they  emigrated  to  the  United 
States,  via  Cuba,  in  19^0.   They  were  childless. 

After  living  in  New  York,  they  moved  to  Louisville,  Ken- 
tucky, in  1941.   She  was  a  legal  secretary  for  a  few 
years  and  then  joined  her  husband  in  the  window  decorating 
and  supply  business.  After  his  death  in  1950,  she  con- 
tinued both  aspects  of  the  business,  but  employed  others 
to  do  the  decorating. 

She  retired  from  business  in  1976,   Since  then  she  has 
been  active  volunteering  for  various  Jewish  organizations.
